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Coffee lovers risk weaker heart 


BOSTON (R) — Men who are heavy coffee drioJeefS art almost three 
times more likely to have heart diaeaae thw non-dxinkeis, teseaidieis 
said Wednesday, /dlhoi^ the researchers stressed their 38-ycar study 
mvolred only white male medical students, th^ said their findinp 
streo^ support a link between coffee conainqMion and bean disease. 
Ihetrnidiw were publiabed in the New Eo^tm Journal of Medidne. 
The team, from J<rfins Hopkins medical institutions and led fay Andrea 
Lacrocc. found that men who drank one or two cups a day nad hean 
disease rates that were 32 per cent h^g^ than non-drinkers. When a 
person drank three or four cq», the rate junmed 9U per cent. And among 
those who drank five or more cups, the rate shot up Uilperoeai ^two 
and a half times higher than normai. RMardless of tire measure of coffee 
coosuraption , they said, “analyses round that heavy coffee drinkers 

were almost three limes more likely to have coronary hean dbease than 
were noa-drinkers.”

20/il5 votes. In third place was 
Mualana Mohammadullah Hafcji 
Hu2ur of the reformist movement, 
a fundamentalist Muslim par^,

BAGHDAD (Agencies) - Iraq 
sakl waves of w^lanes attacked 
Iran's bte Shiraz air base on 
Wednesday, destroying 23 
U..S.-madc C-130 transport 
planes on the ground.

*rhe aimmuniquc said that 
three hours earlier, Iraqi hombcni 
raided a power station at Reza 
Shah Dam and a power 
distribution grid at Oex Dam. 

*'Our planes destroyed their 
taigets...,” the communique said, 
adding that all planes returned 
safely to base. 

Iraq uarlier.sakl it lost a plane in 
a raid on Tuesday on Iran's Kharg 
Island oil terminal in the Gulf. 

Iran sakl one of its F-1 4 fighters 
shot down the Iraqi jet in a 
dogfight and the Iraqi pilot bailed 
out into the sea.

T'EL AVIV (Agencies) - 
Right-wing Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir accused the 
Labour Ruty coalition partner on 
Wednesday of violating an 
agreement by holding up his 
Hf^JoinQiient as lsracr.s prime 
mmfader. his aides said. 

Mr. Shamir rold members of his 
haidfine L^ud bk)C he saw no 
reason to concede to Labour Party 
demands over government 
appoinunents which have already 
delayed his jiib iNvap with [*riinu 
I Minister Shimon f^sies by 24 
' hours. 

A last-minute hitch developed 

in the scheduled transfer of power 
on Ttiesday when Labour rejected 
Mr. Shamir’s plans to return 
former lAud Justice and Fumiute 
I Minister Yitdiak Modai to the 
i cabineL Mr. Modai was forced to 
res^ in Juiy for publidy insulting 
Mr. Peres. 

Mr. Shamir, who turned 71 on 
Wednesday, agreed to a 
’‘rotation” pact witfi Mr. Peres 
i after stalemate general elections 
' in I984.Underthepower'«haring 
: acooid, cad leader is to rule as 
prime minister for 25 months. 

Mr. ^res resigned last Friday 
' to nuke way for Mr. Shannr. But 
he has since refused to go through 
witit the job swap over the Modai 
issue. 

Hie Labour leader also wants 
his dose aide, cabinet secretaiy 
Yosi Beilin, to be named 
an^iassador to Washington. The 
proposal has been rejected by 
Likud on grounds Mr. Bieilin is too 
dovish to represent die Shamir 
government.

LONDON (Agencie.s) - li-S. 
President Ronald R^^gan on 
Wednesday wela>med Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev’s 
promise not to abandon arms 
negotiatkMis and said "let us not 
kx>k back and place blame” over 
the failure of the weekend 
meeting in Reykjavik, lueland. to 
piXMJuce agreements. 

The White House also praised 
Mr. Goii>achev'.>» attitude towanis 
the Iceland summit and sakJ it 
agreed witii him that the talks 
cleared the way for further 
movement on significant arms 
reductions. 

"We are pltatscd to note ... 
General Secretaiy Gorbachev 
stated thatthewivrk that was done 
in Reykjavik wQl not go to waste 
and the way has now bwn cleared 
for further movement uiward 
s^ificant arms reduction. 'This is 
the view of the United Slates,” 
preskJentiaJ spoke.sman Larry 
Speakes told reporters at his 
- regular morning news-briefing. 

AddrciKing the Soviet people 
on television on Tuesday, Mr. 


Gorbachev said his meeting with 
Mr. Reagan in Reykjavik was u 
watershed and indicated the dtxir 
remained open for further arms 
control efforts. 

In a Baltimore speech, Mr. 
Reagan defended hisdecLskin not 
to abandon the .strategic defence 
initiative ( S D I ) . the 
missile-dcrunce plan that ttecainc 
the sticking point at the summit. 

Saying he had .suggested a 
sweeping proposal to eliminate all 
ballistic missiles, Mr. Reagan said: 
"While we parted aimpany with 
this American offer still on the 
table, wc are closer than ever 
before to agreements that could 
lead to a safer world without 
nuclear weapons.” 

He added. "Let's kxik forward 
and seek agreements. Let’s not 
Itxik back and place blame. I 
repeat my offer to Mr. 
Ckirbachev: our proposals are 
serious, they remain on the table 
and wc amtinue to be prepared 
for a summit.*' 

Mr. Gorbachev, who offered 
reassurances on Tuesday of his 


determination to reverse the 
nuclear arms race at the 
negotiating table or at a luture 
summit following a simitar 
Ktutement by Mr. Keugan on 
Monday, was quoted us saying on 
Wednesday that the Iceland 
meeting wa.s not a failure 

“Our platform ol new 
proposals, whki) are inseparable 
from each other, and wu di> not 
remove any of them, provides the 
opportunity to envigorate the 
seardi for mutually acceptable 
decisions." the Soviet news 
agency 'TASS quoted him as 
saying. 

He was speaking during a 
meeting with Argentine President 
I^ul Alfonsin, who also quoted 
Mr. Gorbachev as saying the 
proposals formed a package. 

Mr. Gorbachev appeared to 
contradict a statement by 
Moscow’s chief arms negotialor. 
Viktor Karpov, that the Soviet 
Unkin would drop its insistence on 
linking an arms deal to Mr. 
Reagan's "Star Wars” .space 
defence plan. 


Muasher outlines policy 
on privatisation process 


AMMAN (J.'T.) > Minister of 
Industry and Trade Rajai 
Muatiier ixi Wednesday oudinud 
the government’s policies 
govem'uig its deciskm to privatise 
public instituikins and explained 
the reasons behind the decision. 

Speaking at a seminar on the 
subject. Dr. Muasher sakl the 
Bovemmrat had specifle criterion 
Kir whkh public institutions were 
to be privatised in the drive 
towanis improving the efficienLy 
and productivity of these 
institutions. 

He said the giivemmunl would 
not privatise institutions that are 
operating with profit, and that 
utftituiions that could not survive 
without government subsidy 
wouki aisi> be excluded from 
privatisatkin. 

He sakl institutions that have 
proved administrative efficiency 
and good pt^ornance would not 
be privatEed even if they were 
operating with kiss. 

Addressing the seminar held at 
the Amman Chamber of 
Oommeroe, Dr. Muasher said 
iimitutions offering vital public 
services U> citizens, if privatised, 
wouki not be moved to private 
bands without measures that 
guarantee the rights of citizens as 
well as investors. 

The privatisation process, he 
sakl, vrill be carried out gradually 
through a process where the 


institutirm uidcr privatisatkin will 
first be transformed into a 
company operating on 
eommercial basis with the 
ownership remaining in public 
hands. At a later .stage, the 
iasiitutkin will either maintain the 
same status depending on >Ls 
Improvement or become a 
itiiare-holding uimpany in which 
the private sector participates, if 
there was no improvenx’nt Dr. 
Muasher explained that the 
process may take several years. 

Economists and businessmen 
attending the seminar criticised 
the government Jeciskin and 
questioned the viabili^ of the 
^ivemment’s plan. 

Lrit'Ks disagreed with the 
gnwemment’s assertion that the 
private sector was more efficient 
than the public system in terms of 
management, efficiency and 
piuductivi^. T'hey po'imi^ out 
that icores of private-sector 
companies had failed to 
financially survive in the 
Jordanian market. 

Otiier speakers contended that , 
the economic difficulties facing 
failing economic projects in the 
Kingdom were borne out of other 
conditions apart ftom inadequate 
managefneDt.

Soviets begin partial troop 
pullout from Afghanistan 


MOSCOW (R) - T'he firvt of 
some K,0(X) Soviet tnxips being 
withdrawn from Afghanistan 
started leaving the country on 
Wednesday but Kremlin officials 
said the removal of more tnuips 
would depend on a political 
solution of the eonfliet. 

Colonel -General Nikolai 
Chervov of the general staff and 
Vyachedav Mili^in, head of the 
Soviet Foreign Ministry's 
Afghanistan departmenL, said the 
first of six regiments had started 
leaving as part of a limited 
withdrawal promised by Kremlin 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev. 

.“The withdrawal has been 
initialed at i0.0U am. Mosorw 
time (0700 GMT),” they told a 
news conference. 

'They said KJUOO sokliers were 
returning to the Soviet Union but 
declined tu say how many troops 
would stay in Af|hanistan, adding 
that this was a militaiy secret. 

Western experts estimated that 
the Soviet Union, which 
intervened in Afghanistan in 
December 1979, hai> some 


115,000 troops in the country 
before Wednesday's withdrawal. 

Gen. Chervov said the Afghan 
government would be able to keep 
control if other nations, including 
the United States, Pakistan and 
Israel, stopped their support for 
guerrillas fighting the 
Soviet-backed ^vemment. 

"If outside interference and 
intervention is disamiiaued. tiu: 
armed forces and government of 
Afghanistan can tackle all the 
problems independently,” Gen. 
Chervov said. 

But he wanted that the Soviet 
Union wouki take steps if outside 
interference continued. “If 
intervention goes on, the Soviet 
Union will not let down its 
neighbour.” he said. 

Mr. Gorbachev announced the 
withdrawal of the six regiments in 
a speech in VTadivustok on July 
2H. 

Gen. Chervov lunfirmed that 
the soldiers being pulled out were 
from three anti-aircraft regiments, 
two infantry regiments and one 
tank regiment.

Police said the car was stolen 
hours earlier and packed with an 
estimated 20 to 25 kilogrammes of 
plastic explosives, screws and 
chain 1 inks. It exjrioded in front of 
the Belchite national police 
barracks on Plaza de Esp^. 

Hie blast sent metal fljnng 200 


metres in all ifirections. damaging 
buildings and three cars and 
shattering many windows. 

Most of tile inj ured, three police 
officers and 1 8 civilians, had been 
entering or leaving a subway 
station, police sakl.

BEIRUT (AP) — Falangist and opposition 
mUitiamen fought n%sh artillery and rocket duels 
across Beirut’s dividii^ ‘^green line” Wednesday, 
and a spate of bombings rocked the Lebanese capital 
and the Christian town of Zahle. 


Police said three people were 
killed and 19 wounded in the 
night-long exchanges across the 
5‘kilometre demarcatioa line that 
slices Beirut into Muslim and 
Christian sectors. 

Seven civilians were wounded 
• in a bomb explosion in the main 
boulevard of the Christian town of- 
Zahle in east Lebanon's Bekaa 
Valley. But there were no 
casualties in two overnight bomb 
attacks in mainly Muslim west 
Beirut, police said. 

One blast wrecked a privately 
- owned bank in west Beirut’s 
' Comiche Mazraa commercial 
thoroughfare and set 10 cars 
' parked near on fire. Firefighteis- 
rescued three families trappy in 
the upper three floors of the bank 
' building, police said. 

The other bomb was tossed out 
. of a speeding car at the main gate 
of Beinir University College, and 
police said damage was minor. 

There were no re^nsibility 


claims for any of the bombings in- 
Beirut and Zahleh, which is 60 
kOometres east of the capital. 

Beirut's oJ^t was punctuated 
by the crackle of machine gun fire 
and resounding sheel blasts. 
Privately owned radio stations 
blared warnings to residents dose 
to the "green Ime" to take refuge 
in basements and bomb shelters. 
Others were advised to stay 
indoors. 

Fighting tapered off at dawn, 
when a security committee 
representing the pnncipaJ warring 
mOitias and the Lebanese army 
called a cease-fire, according to 
police. 

Wednesday’s casualties raised 
the overall toll of "green line" 
clashes 19 kfiled and 70 wounded 
this month. 

Zahle, the largest Christian 
town in the Bekaa, is the current 
base of Elie Hobeika, the ousted 
pro-Syrian commander of the 
Lebanese Forces militia.

The Rireign Ministry also took 
no part in the plarming stages of 
the Lebanon war and was not 
consulted about policy questions 
or public information, he said. 

Mr. Kimche said the dominant 
role of the defence establishment 
wasa l^acy of Israel s early years. 

Since the advent of peace 
between Israel and Egypt in 
1977-79, there had been no 
justification for the defence 
establishment's primacy in 
policy-making. 

Mr. Kimche also attacked what 
he called growing politicisation of 
the fore^ service, which has led 
directly to his departure. 


UNIFIL pumps $20m 
into Lebanese economy 


Mr. Hobeika was deposed by 
current Lebanese Forces 
Commander Samir Geagea last 
Jan. 15 for signing a 
Syrian-sponsored peace pact with 
Muslim warlords on Dec. 28 to 
end Lebanon’s 11 -year-old dvfl 
war. 

Ge^ea and President Amin 
Gemayel contended tbe peace 
accord made too many 
concessions to the opposition to 
end the Falangists, traditional 
dominance of die government, 
army and parliament. 

Syria maintains 25,000 troops 
in eastem and oorthem Lebanon 
under a 1976 peacekeeping 
mandate form the Arab League. 

Mr. Hobeika and some 600 
suj^rters stormed into Christian 
east Beirut horn the western 
sector last Sept. 27 in an attempt 
to recapture control of the 
Christian hinterland. 

But the thrust was crushed by 
Geagea's loyalists and Mr. 
Gemayefs Christian units of the 
Lebanese army in 24 hours of 
street fighting that left 65 people 
killed and more than 200 
wounded.

R'RE. Lebanon — ^he United 
'Nations peacekeeping force,

attack in southern Lebanon, 
nevertheless is providing a 
windfall of b20 miiiion a year to 
the 400,000 Lebanese it is here to 

protect. 

Lebanon’s economy is a 
shambles but business is booming 
in an area stretching from the 
Mediterranean in the west to 
Mount Hennon in the east — 
where teoops of the U.N. Interim 
Force fn Lebanon (UNIFIL) are 
stationed. - • * " * 

‘‘When we first deployed in the 
South in 1978, there were only 
10.000 people in our area — now 
there are 400.000” said U.N. 
spokesman Timur Coksel. 

*'Our logistics and 
administrative departments spent* 
about S3 million on purchases in 
the last six months, paying for 
food and fuel, salaries for the 400 
Lebanese employees, retainers for 
the 300 local contractors and 
miscellaneous expenses." 

UNIFIL officials said members 
of the 5,800-member, nine-nation 
force spent 515 milijon more on 
person^ purchases in the same 
six-mondi period. 

UNIFlL's estimated annual 
expenditure runs about 540 
million, or 5.5 per cent of 
Lebanon's 5716-million budj^t. 

" In normal times, a soldier 
spends at least 510a day.” Goksel 
said. “In rotation times, they 
spend enormously." Rotation is 
when replacements come in and 
soldiers finishing their tours buy 
up duty-free goods before going 
home. 

"I spend more than half of my 
pay in Lebanon," said a French 
captain. "I buy everything here: 
Clothes, perfumes for my wife, 
electrical appliances and even 
French products which are 


cheaper in Lebanon than they are 
at ho me.” 

UNIFIL i$ made up on units 
from France, Nonn'ay, Sweden, 
Italy. Ghana. Fiji. Nepal, Ireland 
and Finland. Five U.N. soldiers 
were killed and 44 wounded 
during August and September in a 
series of attacks. Lebanese 
security forces said radical Shfite 
Muslim militiamen were 
responsible for most of the 
attacks. 

Near UNIFlL's headquarters at 
Naqoura, a southern Lebanese 
border town of only about 1,500 
people, 90 shops and restaurants 
have opened since the U.N. 
personnel moved in. 

"There were only sLx shops 
when we first arrived." Goksel 
said in an interview. 

Business in Naqoura "totally 
depends on UNIFIL." said IsmaU 
Sabrawi. a news reporter in Tyre 
who opened a sporting goods shop 
after the peacekeepers came to 
the area. 

"UNIFIL soldiers directly buy 
4U per cent of what I sell," he 
added. "Naqoura merchants buy 
SO per cent and resell them to 
UNIFIL soldiers. Local customers 
accoun t only for 1 0 per cent of my 
business.” 

In addition to sporting goods. 
Sabrawi sells a \ariet\' of items 
ranging from luggage and 
souvenirs to electrical appliances 
and cameras. 

He said troop-rotation time is 
the peak season. 

"^on before the rotation, they 
start buying bags, big bags, and 
they fill them up with whatever 
they can buy. They can afford to 
buy lots of things. During the 
latest rotation they cleaned out my 
camera stand." 

Lebanese importers buy the 
goods abroad tax fret and unload 
them duty free at illegal ports in 
Lebanon, where government 
controls are minimal because of 
(he civil war.

all three governments. 

Turkey sent warplanes in 
August to raid what it said were 
the hideouts of Kurdish rebels in 
northern Iraq after an ambush of 
’Turkish soldiers. 

Iran was Turkey's laig^t oil 
supplier last year but ddiveries 
have slumped this year because of 
arguments over the price. The 
authoritative economic daily 
Dunya said last week Turkey 
would buy no oil from Iran in 
October. 

Turkish officials keen to avoid 
publicity about the issue have 
stopped leaking oil purchase 
figures, but data for the first five 
montiis of 1985 showed Ir^ was 
by far Turkey’s main supplier.

SSC investments show good 
returns despite economic 
slowdown, director says

AMMAN —Social Security Corporation (SSC) 
Director General Mahdi Al Farhan Wednesday 
imderlined the corporation's achievements since its 
inception saying that SSC investments were 
continuously generating high revenues despite the 
slowdown in various economic activities. 


"Our bvestments b louristk; 
projects are extremely 
high-yieldbg and so were the 
various SSC: transactions b the 
maiket,” said Dr. Farhan at a 
press conference he held on the 
occasion of the eighth anniversary 
of the issuance of the Social 
Security Law. 

Dr. Farhan said the strength 
and soundness of any projeef as 
well as the liquidity avail^le lo 
the SSC were the basic 
fundamentals governing the 
corporation's bvestmenc policies. 

The rate of return on SSC 
bvestments, which include u 
wide-ranging portfolio totalling 
up to JD 1623 million, is about 
five per cent. Or. Farhan added. 

Highlightbg the success of the 
SSC-owned Amra Hotel. Dr. 
Farhan said the hotel's occupanc}' 
rate during the past three yean> 
was m the regbn of 70 per cent 
and added chat this year's net 
profit was expected to reach JD 
320,000. Moreover, he said, the 
Petra Fonira Hotel, which is also 
owned by the SSC. will record its 
first profit this year after 
incurring continuous losses in 
prevbus years before ii was 
purchased by the corporation. 

Or. Farhan dismissed 


observations that the hotel 
industry had been adversely 
affected by various factors and 
strongly defended the SSCs 
invcsiments b more than 20 other 
touristic projects throughout the 
Klbgidom. These projects include 
rcsthouses at the Dead Sea. 
Dibbccn and Zui. 

"Promotmg 'mietnal tourism is 
a priority for the SSC." he said. 

On iiiher investments, Dr. 
Fartion said the SSC had an equity' 
ofJD iS.3 million .spread over 14 
industrial firms. 10 others 
engaged b services, five b finance 
and bunkbg. three b agriculture 
and nvo still under establishment 
- all hebg public shareholding 
companies. 

Housmg 

Dr. Farhan added that the SSC 
"plays an important role in 
lK>usbg projects b coordbanon 
with the Housbg C'oipKiratn.tn and 
the Housbg Bank. " He put the 
SSC bvestments in this sector at a 
total of JD 22.5 million and noted 
that priority b these projects went 
to low-income citizens. 

Commenting on SSC coverage. 
Dr. Faitian raid the total nura^r 
of those covered under the 


corporation's welfare 
programmes 'nad reached 377,1 25 
— an mcreasc of 60,000 during 
I9S5- 1 9Sb at a rate of 20 p>er c-ent. 

The corporation has also 
offered coverage for Jordanian 
exp«atriates b compliance with His 
Majesty King Hussein’s 
directives. Dr. Farhan said. But, 
he added, only 126 Jordanians — 
our of approximately 400.01K.) 
woikbg abroad — have taken up 
the offer. 

Coverage for W.Bankers 

In reply to a question. Dr. 
Farhan said citizens in the 
occupied West Bank who did not 
benefit from military or civil 
pension were entitled ro join the 
SSC. Those who are neither 
covered by pension nor social 
security’ can always submit an 
application for SSC coverage on 
an equal fooimg with East 
Bankers, Dr. Farhan raid.

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Disinformation’ 

backfires 


THE res^natiua last week of the U.S. State Department 
spokesman, :Vlr. Bernard Kalb, is the most recent event 
in the controversy over the Reagan adimnistratioo’s 
alleged disinformation campa^n against Libyan leader 
Muararaar Qadhafi. The controversy began when a 
Washington Post article charged that U.S. National 
Security Adviser John Poindexter had written a memo 
advocati^ the planting of false and misleading 
information in the press concerning the Libyan leader’s 
alleged terrorist activities, the stability of his 
government, and the possibility of another American 
mflitary attack against Libya. 

'fhough U.S. officials have denied adopting such a 
policy, the episode is symptomatic of the Reagan 
admoiistration's approach to the press over the past 
several years, 'i'his is not to say that governments do not 
have the r^ht to withhold and manage information. 
Eveiy government, in ordo* to conduct ito forei^ policy, 
must manage its infurmation. This is obvious. And the 
U.S. government may not be any different in this 
instance. 

Our concern here, however, is that in this instance, the 
Rescan administration has been attempting to watgfi an 
undeclared war. Reflecting this attitude. Secretary of 
State George Shultz stated ^at he had no problems with 
"^a little psychological warfare” gainst Colonel 
Qadhafi. 

'Die Libyan leader may be far from an innocent victim 
in all of this. But, such a disinformation campaign, 
des^ned by the Reagan administration to deceive and 
distort, only serves to undermine further the U.S. 
positbn in the Arab World, and to give a leader like Col, 
Qadhafi the ammunition he needs in his attempts to 
champion all Arab causes, including the plight of the 
l^estinian people.

WASHINGTON — Fora fleeting 
moment at Reykjavik, it seemed 
the superpowers might reach the 
most sweeping disarmament pact 
they had ever attempted. Then 
there, was Star Wars. 

“I'feit right from the beginning 
that they made perfectly clear that 
nothing was agreed until 
everything was agreed," said one 
U.S. negotiator." If they couki not 
have agreement on space, there 
would be nothing written." 

But, as pieced together from the 
accouns of U.S. officials at the 
weekend summit, both skies set 
out almost at once to push for 
dramatic reduction in nuclear 
weapons. 

The pnispectof maktnggenuine 
progress seemed to arise in the 
first hours on Saturday when U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan and 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
decided to put their top 
negotiators to work into the night. 

But the bargain ing that went on 
while the two leaders slept failed 
to produce significant progress on 
the one item U.S.ufficiabi thought 
ripe for rcsoluiin: The reduction 
of intermediate-range nuclear 
missiles in* Europe. 

The experts' meeting, which 
had begun at 8:07 p.m. Iceland 
time(thesanieasGMT)SaUinlay. 
made real and unexpected 
headway Coward reducing 
infieroontiiiental strategic forces. 
But it broke up incoodusively at 
6:30 ajn. Sunday, with Reagan 
and GortMChev ^eduled to sit 
down for their third round of talks 
at 10 a.m. 

The talks resumed with a 
rainbow over the bay outside the 
meeting house. Some took it as a 
hopeful s^. There was talk that 
just as Geneva was called the 
fireside summit, Reykjavit would 
oorae to be known as the rainbow 
summit. 

When die leaders began their 
moniingsession.officiaissaki, the 
Sov'ieis offered to slash their 
medium-range missiles in Europe 
to zero and reduce their Asian 
arsenals to 1 00 warheads. In 
exchange, they wanted the U.S. to 
pull all Pershing 2 and Cruise 
missiles out of Europe, reserving a 
lUO-waihead con^ilement of the 
medium-range weapons within 
the United States. 

“Yes," Reagan said without 
hesitation. 

‘That gave real cause for 
optimism," one offic&d said. 

It was. in essence. Reagan's old 
“zero option" propo^. The 
Soviets agree mentseemed CO offer 
the first hope of a genuine 
breakdirough at talks Reagan 
didn't even dare to call a summit 
for fear of raising world 
expectations. 

But “the pendulum swung 
many tiroes during the day" as the 
leaders met with their seconds, 
Sccxetaiy of State George P. 
Shultz and Foreign Minister 
Eduaid A. Shevardnadze, on the 
first floor of a modest bayside 
villa. 

Icelandic policemen posted 
o‘<tskJe could hear footsteps on 
I tKe stairs as Reagan several times 
climbed to the second floor to 
caucus with his advisers. 

In the basement, Soviet KGB 
security men waiting for the 
meeting to end laughed raucously 
as they watched “Tom and Jerry" 
cartoons on television. 

As the leaders broke for lunch 
an hour and a half later, the U.S. 
advisers climbed into their cars in 
the motorcade, then got out and 
returned to the house. Their 
bosses wanted them to keep 
working. Reagan wd Gorbachev 
had s«±eduled another, extra, 
meeting for themselves. 

It seemed there was progress 
toward an agreement to halt 
nuclear testing.

EUROPE'S readiness to consider 
the effects the Middle East 
situation may have on its own 
seoiriiy is heathy. F6r m matters 
of jpeace and war Europe and the 
Middle East are inseparably 
linked. A war in Europe 
invariably spQls over into me 
Middle East, and since the second 
world war, the cold war between 
NATO and the Waisaw Pact has 


been deariv felt in ibe Middle 
East, mostly through the arms 
race whidi is sapping the region’s 
I vitality to the point of economic 
collapse. But until recently 
Europe's leaders have not 
understood that a war In the 
Middle East could constitute a 
major threat to Europe’s own 
safety. 

b must be, remembered that the 
term “terrorism" is often 
conveniently used to avoid the 
need ro get to (he roots of the 
phenomenon. Thb was seen in the 
recent conference of the 
mdustriaiised nations held in 
Tokyo, where the assembled 
beads of states and governments 
agreed on measures to combat 
terrorism. However, when 
examining the Middle East 
situation it is necessary to consider 
the grtevances and &ai goals of 
the different actors. One must 
assume, for exanqiie that among 
the young men and women who 
lived through the horrors of the 
massacres in Sabra and Shatfla, 
there will always be enough 
recruits for Teirorist missions, 
regardless of proposed measures 
to counter them.

THE World FicKTd Programnie 
(WFP) is the United Natioas 
Agency whidi handles multilateial 
food aid. It was established in 
1963 as an experiment in the use 
of food^ aid as a resource for 
economic and socia! development. 
Its iWuroes for die duee-year 
experimental {rtiase fiom 1963 to 
1965 were only S8S nuUibn. Since 
the date of its establis hmen t, 
however, the p rogramme has 
grown to beonme the lai^gest 
devek^m^t programme of the 
United Nations and has provided 
about 68 billion worA of fb^ to 
over 2S0 milfion people in 120 
devek^g countries. In 1984, 
whidi madced a record level of 
activity for WFP, the Programme 
shipped almost 2 mOlion tons of 
food worth SI, 100 million to 
develc^ing countries. 

V^P food is not provided as 
diariQr but as an investment 
resource for econo.mic and social 
•development. The major portion 
of WFPs resources goes to 
economic and soci^ development 
projects and priority is given to 
^rKultural development projects 
in low-income food deficit 
countries. A small portion of 
WFP’s resources, however, go to 
emergency situations arising 
from natural or man-made 
disasters, such as' eardiquakes, 
floods, droughts, wars.etc. For the 
recent emergeiu^ in Ahica, the 


piDgamme provided more than 
700,000 tons of food and handled 
anodter one million tqns on behalf 
of bflatera] dmoisy WFP has, in 
fact, bctotne a major ooordinaior 
in the mtematioiial emergen^ 
. food relief effort and a special unit 
called die Africa Tadt Force 
Secretariat was set up at WFP 
headquarters in Rome to deal with 
the serious emergency situation in 
Africa. 

WFP has a faiify wide base of 
support. Developed is well as 
developing countries pledge 
resources to the programme. 
About one hundred countries 
contributed food and funds for 
WFP’s 1985/86 [hedging period, 

WFP's activities in Jordan are as 
old as the programme itself. The 
first request for WFP assistance 
was submitted on March 13, 1963 
for a pilot project on b^ouin 
settlement and improvement of 
nomadic sheep husbandry. Since 
■its inc^tioD, toe programme has 
oommitted $128 millioa worth of 
food to Jordan. So far 25 
develt^ment projects and 14 
emergfflcy projects at a total cost 
to WFP of $100 milfioQ have been 
successfully completed. The 
activities of the completed 
projects ranged from- setdement 
of bedouins to agricultural 
development like soil 
conservation, olive and fruit tree 
planting, afroFestationV range 
management and emer]^(y food 
assistance to drought affected 
pet^Ie and to displ^ed persons. 
Currently WFP has three 
development projects in 
operation in Jordan at a total cost 


to the programme of about S28 
million. The value of assistance 
that WFP supplies to Jordan 
nowadays is almost SIO miliion 
per year. 

The most notable achievement 
that WFP has had in Jordan has 
been undoubtedly its cooperation 
with the Ministry of Agriculture 
for toe development of toe 
highland amcultuial regions. 
\K^P has been assisting the 
government’s efforts to combat 
sofl erosion through agricuJtuiai 
development activities and to 
increase toe income of farmers for 
many ye^ now. Over $50 million 
worth of food has been committed 
by WFT for successive (toases of 
this project and so far 400,000 
dunums of land have been 
developed and planted with olive 
and other fruit trees, in addition to 
300J)00 dunums of land whi^ 
were afforested. The latest phase 
of the highland development 
project became operational at toe 
beginning of April this year and 
wfl] continue for a period of four 
years. Thb project, the total cost 
of which to WFP will be $17.5 
million, will assist the 
development of 100,000 dunums 
of agricultural land and another 
100,000 dunums of forest land. 

Another notable activity WFP 
has been assisting is the sdiool 
feeding programme. Since 1973, 
WFP has oommitted over $25 
minion worth of food to the sdiool 
feeding prodrome and cunrendy 
WFP is providing a mid day snack 
ocMisisiiDg of bread, cheese, meat 
and milk with sugar and cocoa to 


80,000 primary sdiool chOdien in 
about 650 sdiools' io the rural 
areas. 


WPP's third operationai project 
is assisting the' rangeland 
development efforts of the 
OejMnmen! of Forestry of the 
Ministiy of Agriculture and the 
Jordan Cboperative Organisation. 
The project aims at in^iroving toe 
rangelands over an area of 
140JX10 dunums of land during 
the next five years. Under toe 
earlier phases of this project a 
revolving fond had been created 
with a capital of almoA SI million. 
Loans will continue to be given to 
small-scale farmers from this 
revolving fund under this phase of 
toe (»x>ject for fattening of lambs 
in order to increase meat 
production in the country. 

The World Food Programme 
has, throughout its existence, 
focussed its attention on 
development issues of the less 
privileged and has tried to direct 
its assistance to the poorest 
segments of toe society. Its 
coostantaimhasbeen toassist the 
development efforts of the 
develop'mg countries, to provide 
employment and increased 
incomes to the rural poor and to 
ioqirove their quab'ty of life. The 
programme vml continue its 
efforts of assisting governments' 
economic and social development 
projects and is hopeful that the 
international community will 
place increased resources at the 
programme's disposal, for it to be 
able to Further expand its 
activities. 


FAO continues efforts to help developing 
countries produce their food requirements

AMMAN — World Food Day 
(WFD) is marked worldwide 
today fortoe sixth time since it was 
observed fust in 1981 ^ ISU 
nations. It was established in 1979 
at a confensnoe of toe Food and 
Agricultural Oiganisation (FAO) 
of the United Nations to regulariy 
enforce and increase global 
awareness of poverQr and hunger 
and to stimulate national and 
intematicMial action to fight these 
problems and their causes. 

Dr. Abdul Karim AI Khazraji, 
PAO liaison officer for the WFO 
and r^resentative of the FAO in 


Jordan, sees the main reason for 
the cfisastrous- consequences of 
recent droughts such as those in 
Africa in the inabDi^ of many 
developing countries to basicafly 
feed all toeir inhabitants. Their 
situation is complicated by toe fact 
that they have to inqxirt food for 
hard currency whQe at the same 
time their sources of income — 
selfingmainlyraw materials on toe 
worid markets — are limited and 
prices 'are subject to frequent 
fluctuations, he said. 

The Qiain task of the WFD is to 
gatoer and mobflise all forces and 
efforts to work for the aim of 
worldwide f^d security.

AMMAN — After 33 years of 
being away from the counixy, 
two ex-Britito Rc^al Air Force 
staff officera have returned to 
Jordan for a nostalgic visit. Mr. 
Harry Wllians and Mr. Ron Nield 
were stationed in the Mafraq 
desert region of Transjordan 
serving in toe Arab Legion from 
1950 to 1953, and for toe past 
week, they have been visiting old 
bedouin and Jordanian friends 
and seeing boto old and new 
places. 

The gentlemen told toe Jordan 
Times about toe dianges and 
developments they have observed 
but they boto agree on one aspect 
that has not changed; "The 
Jordanians were most friendly and 
hospitable 36 years s^, and this 
still holds true for the people of 
this countiy." Mr. WDIans said 
that altooi^h he has been in so 
many countries of the world, 
Jordan has toe most genuinely 
friendly people he has ever seen. 

They arrived here a week ago 
upon an invitation from His 
Majesty King Hussein and 
arrangements for their visit were 
made by the Ministry of Tourism, 
which i^vided a car and a driver 
to take them around. They have 
also each been presented with a 
plaque by the Royal Jordanian Air 
Force for their services in the 
Arab L^ion. acooniing to .Mr. 
WOlans.

When asked about the 
developments which struck them 
most forcibly on toeir tour, Mr. 
Willans said: “Amman's 
population in 1950 was only 
30,000 people. There was hardly 
any electricity, few buildings, and 
there weren't any cars around. 
There were only donkeys and 
camels. Now there are paved 
roads and so many cars." .Mr. 
Nield added that years ago, it 
would take four days to get to 
Aqaba from Amman wito the 
army patrol and that no maps 
existed. “There was only one 
bumpy road in the country and at 
times when there was a desert 
storm we would get lost because 
we couldn't see where we were 
going," Mr. Nield remembered. 

Mr. Willans. a retired politician 
with four children and seven 
grandchildren,said that now most

Mr. Willans continued to say 
that the way people dress and 
behave has dianged a great deal: 
"hi our days, there was much 
poverty and very few rich people. 
Now, people are much more 
well-off and there is a middle 
class. Jordanians are very 
pro^ierous." He added that he 
lemembered women walking 100 
metres behind men but observed 
that this is now a redundant 
practice. 

Mr. Nield, a businessman and 
occasional actor, singer, and 
musician, said that he recently 
visited his old tailor who used to 
make his suits in Maf^. “He 
recognised us immediately and 
showed us hisold accounting book 


wito our names in it. We used to 
pay him wito cigarettes." .vlr. 
Nield added that when he was 
reunited wito Mr. Willans a few 
months ago in England, they did 
not recognise each other. 

Mr. Willans said that visiting 
Jordan again is like living his life 
over, and that all the people here 
have revitalised his feeling of 
attachment to the country. 

Safe streets 

The two gentlemen agreed ihat 
in Jordan, people can v^k in the 
streets without fear of being 
mugged." We feel secure here, not 
like in England. There, if we see 
youths standing around, we walk 
in the opposite direction to avoid 
danger. Here it is wonderfully 
safe," they said.

Japan amasses gold secretly 


TOKYO (R) Japan has been 
buying large amounts of gold 
again in a secretive financial 
operation which helps support the 
dollar and makes Tokyo's record 
■trade surplus figures with the 
United Sates look much better, 
dealers said Wednesday. 

The finance ministry denied it 
had made any firm decision to 
mint extra gold coins next year 
commemorating the 60th 
anniversary of Emperor 
liiiohito’s reign. 

But foreign exchange dealers in 
Tokyo said the Bank Japan had 
bou^tuptoSl billion this month 
to finance extra gold purchases by 
the govemmenL 

Tokyo gold trade sources 
spotted the probable government 
strategy when customs-cleai^ 
trade figures for September 
showed a huge leap in gold 
imports to 35.43 tonnes 
19.86 tonnes in August, decile a 


dedine d gold purdiases by 
private investors and 
manufacturers. 

Such large gold purchases 
beslow two major side bem^ts on 
the government. 

Tbe need to -buy dollars to 
purchase gold on themternational 
market inevitably suf^rts the 
rale of the dollar e^inst the yen at 
a lime when Japan does not want a 
furtherrapklymrbe.which itsays 
harms its economy. 

The effort to buy gold from the 
United Sates also cuts down the 
politically sensitive trade surplus.

British banks raise interest rates 



LONDON (R) - Briuin’s big 
four clearing banks Tuesday 
announced one percenage point 
rises in their key base lending 
rates, putting them at 11 percent. 

The Bank of England signalled 
a rise in key interest rates Tuesday 
morning when it offered 
borrowing facilities to money 
markets at 1 1 percent. Bank base 
rates had stood at i 0 percent since 
May. 

Financial analysis have kmg 
predicted an interest rate rise but 
the government was anxious to 
avoid such a move until after the 
end of the ruling Conservative 
Party's annual conference last 
week. 

Sterling, undermined by 
uncerainties on world oil maikets 
and dragged down by a weak 
dollar, has been under pressure on 
currency markets for the pasl 


month. 

Despite central bank 
intervention to boost its value, its 
trade-weighted value against a 
basket of major currencies has 
fallen by five percen'tuver the past 
month and has repeatedly 
recorded all-time lows. 

Some analysts have predicted 
that a two percenage point rise in 
base rates may be necessary to 
stabilise sterling but the 
government has been anxious to 
avoid a move so potentially 
unpopular with voters. 

The guvemment has also been 
under pressure to curb 
above-urget money growth, as 
fears have recently grown of 
renewed inflation next year. 

Briain's Chancellor of the 
Exchequer (Finance Minister) 
Nigel Lawson defended his delay 
in sanctuming a rise in Briti^ 


interest rates by saying his 
wait-and-see approach had saved 
off an even bigger increase. 

He said that if he h'ad 
intervened when the markets were 
in a saa of turmoil over the past 
few weeks, the increase would 
have been two per cent. 

"1 waited for markets tu settle 
down, so that a one per cent rise 
would Slick.” Mr. Lawson saki in a 
BBC radio interview. "A one per 
cent increase is what 1 consider 
necessary.” 

Mr. Lawson denied that there 
had been a sterling crisis and 
described the rise in interest rates 
as "a bit of sound, prudent 
economic inanagmeDet.” 

He said he did not foresee the 
need for further rale rises and that 
the move was enough to keep

Aquino receives draft of 
new Filipino constitution 


MANILA, Phflippmes (AP) — President Corazon 
Aquino formally received the draft of a new 
constitution Wednesday and said Philippine 
democracy would be safe with it. 


Hie draft chaner was presented 
a special commissioa hours 
after its 47 members signed the 
59-page document in a ceremony 
ending four months of 
sometimes-stonny debates. 

Lb acc^dng the draft, Mrs. 
Aquino did not set a date for a 
plebiscite to ratify the 
constitution, buta top presidential 
aide told reporters later that the 
Jan. 23 date proposed by the 
constitutional commission was 
acceptable. 

‘'Democracy is safe with this 
oonstitution," Mrs. Aquino said 
after the commission chairman, 
retired supreme court Justice 
Cecilia Munoz Palma, presented 
her with English and Filipino 
versions of the document at 
Malacanang Palace.

Pretoria: Mozambique 
‘on brink of collapse’ 


JOHANNESBLfRGfR) -South 
African Defence Minister Magnus 
Malan said Wednesday that 
neighbouring Mozambique, tom 
by yeais of civil war. was now on 
the brink of collapse. 

Kis remaiks. in an interview on 
state-run Radio South Africa, 
coincided with reports that 
thousands of starving refugees 
were fleeing Mozambique after a 
renewed offensive by rebels of the 
Mozambique Natio^ Resistance 
(MNR). 

“What emeiges dearly is that 
Mozambique is on die brink of 
collapse, '* Malan said. 

He blamed the country's 
Marxist leader. President Samora 
Machel. for choosing “the path of 
terror.” 

South Africa has charged that 
Mr. Machei is allowing African 
National Congress (ANC) 
guerrillas to use Mozambican 
territory to launch cioss-boitier 
attacks. Pretoria retaliated last 
week by halting reouitraent of 
Mozambican workers, whose 
remittances are a life-line for 
Maputo’s devastated economy. 

Malan dismissed as “absurd" 


Mr. Machefs statement last week 
that South African forces were 
massing alcmg the frontier and 
denied that Pretoria was badung 
the MNR. 

There have been reports that 
South Africa has continued aiding 
the MNR since signing the 
so-called Nkomati Accord 
non-aggression pact with 
Mozambique in Mar^, 1984. 

Malan said there had been 
“so-called technical violations" 
when South Africans had flown 
into Mozambique with Mr.

Thousands of starving refugees 
have fled Mozambique into South 
Africa and new^aper reports 
here said many more were now 
entering Swaziland.

River. 


Queen Elizabeth receives 
big welcome in Shanghai 


SHANGHAI (R) — Britain's 
Queen Elizabeth arrived in 
Shanghai Wednesday to be 
greeted by the biggest welcome 
ever staged by the city for a 
foreign leader. 

More than ld«00schoolchildren 
were lined up on the airport 
tarmac singing "welcome, 
welcome, warmly welcome “ as 
the queen stepped out of her 
aircraft wearing a suit of imperial 
yellow for the second time during 
her six-day visit to China. 

The children, who had been 
waiting for nearly three hours in 
the heat, knew who they were 
there to greet, but many said they 
had expected the queen to be 
wearing a crown. 

“This is the biggest welcome 
ever organised here." a Chinese 
official told Reuters. “The 
children have been practising for 
this for a mondi." 

The arrival was also broadcast 


live OQ Sianghai televiskra. 

The queen was met at the 
airport by the Mayor of Shanghai, 
Jiang Zemin, and taken off to 
lunch at a nearby mock-Tudor 
country house buQt by a Shanghai 
railGonalre in the 1920s when 
British interests were dominant in 
the city. 

As the queen was driven 
through the streets in a 
Chinese-made red flag limousine, 
large crowds were waiting to catch 
a glimpse of her as the motorcade 
swept by. 

The queen arrived in China last 
Sunday, the Gist British monarch 
to visit the country. On Tuesday, 
she met top Chinese leader Det^ 
Xiaoping and strolled on the 
ancient Great Wall of China wMi 
her husband Prince Philip. 

Western diplomats say they 
have been iii^ressed by the lavish 
and high-level welcome accorded 
the queen.

“At diat time we will have a | 
holocaust ... we feel the SDI is not 
a vi^le programme. It opens up 
very many more dangerous areas 
in the arms race," he said. 

Mr. Gandhi refused co blame 
Mr. Reagan for the summit's 
failure and said he had yet to 
receive full details of the meeting. 

The Indian leader arrived here 
from Indonesia Tuesday on the 
second 1^ of a four-nation tour 
and had talks Wednesday with 
Prime Minister Bob Hawke on 
political and trade ties. Mr. 
Gandhi is due to fly on Thursday 
to New Zealand. 

In his speech at the Press Oub 
Mr. Gandhi accused the United 
States of tri^ring an arms race in 
the Indian subcoatinent by giving 
b2.4 billion in military aid to 
f^istan. 

There were s^ns the aid could 
go as high as S6 bOlion in the next 
fews years, Mr. Gandhi said. 

“We have co match that. We 
cannot allow an imbalance to 
develop in our region. And we are 
forced to do it. We would like not 
to do it," he added. 

Mr. Gandhi denied that India's 
recent strengthening of its navy 
and air force was to project its 
strength outside the region and | 
said Delhi had not provided any 
assistance to the Soviet mUitaiy 
effort in Afgb^isian. 

Mr. Gandhi said that, judging 
from his recent talks with Soviet 
leader MiUiaO OortKidiev, he was 
confident the Soviets would 
withdraw their troops from 
Af^anistan if certain guarantees 
were given to them by the United 
States. 

However, he rtded out any 
mediatory role for India in the 
settlement of the Afghanistan 
problem. 


Europeans and Americans 
share two Nobel prizes 


STOCKHOLM (R) -Tlie 1986 
Nobel Physics Pi^ went to three 
European scientists on 
Wednesd^ for their practical 
work in advanced miciosoopy 
while the chemistiy prize was won 
by three Nordi American tbeorisis 
working in frontier areas. 

The i^ysics prize was awarded 
to a veteran West Gennan 
professor who invented the first 
electron microscope in 1983 and 
two younger and West 

German scientists who later 
developed his ideas to produce a 
mudi more powerful instrument. 

The chemistry prize was jointly 
awanJed to ^fessor Dudley 
Herschbach, 54, of Harvard 
University, E^f. YuanTsdi Lee, 
49, of University of California, 
Berkel^. — bott in the United 
States — and Prof. John Rolanyi 
57. of die Univexsity of Toronto in 
Canada. 


All the Nobel prizes, set up by 
the Swedish inventor of dynamite, 
the late Alfred Nobel, are worth 
two-millioo Swedish crowms 
($290,000) each this year. 

Prof. Ernst Ruska, 79, of the 
Fritz Haber Institute in West 
Berlin, took half of the frfiysics 
prize while the rest of the money 
wasshared between West Gennan 
Gerd Binning, 39, and Swiss 
Heiniich Rohrer, S3, wbo both 
conduct research for IBM. 

The work of the three in die 
field of microscopy is crucial for 
both the electronics industry and 
bblogical research. 

Prof. Sven Johansson of 
Sweden's Royal Academy of 
Sciences said Prof. Ruska's 
invention of the electron 
miciosoc^ had been one of the 
most inqiiortant discoveries of die 
20th century, vital for the study of 
viiuses and bacteria.

Norwegian Institute of 
International Affairs, said 
Tuesday night the photos taken by 
the French Satellite Spot showed 
the base was for a new type of 
submarine built to operate under 
the polar ice cap. 

The pictures, 
computer-eohaaced by a Swedish 
communications firm, showed a 
dozen piers several hundred 
metres long that make up the 
submarine pon at GiemDcba 300 
kilometres east of Murmansk, the 
main base on the Kola peninsula. 

Lt. Col. Swen Persson, a 
Swedish defence spokesman, said 
in the programme the pictures 


were the first high-quality satellite 
photos taken of the Kola bases 

apart from classified ones taken by 
U5. milxtaiy spacecraft. 

Ries said Giemikha's location 
at the very edge of the polar ice 
cap indicated the base was die 
borne of the ^viet Union's 
mammodi nuclear Typhoon-class 
submarines, which defence 
analysts said ^ built for service in 
Arctic waters. 

Western defence analysts say 
the titanhim-huUed 30,(X)0 tonne 
typhoons would in die event of 
war hide and fire their missiles 
from underneath the polar ice 
only a short distance from 
Gtemikha. 

Ries earlier this summer 
revealed diat the Soviet >Uakm 
had built a vast new airbase near 
its main Kola base cortq)lex near 
Murmansk following a^y^ of 
pictures from the Spot satellite.
